My name is Bettie Hagans; I reside at 545 Orange Street, Apt 9C, Newark, New 
Jersey by myself. I’ve lived here for about seven (7) years. During that time I’ve 
never had a problem. 


Recently I received a warning letter from the building manager, accusing me of 
allowing my granddaughter to live with me. Her allegation is false and unfounded. 
My granddaughter lives at her mother home, which is 570 South Grove Street, East 
Orange, NJ. However, because of my chronic illnesses, bad hearts, pulmonary 
problem and difficulty walking. I’ve been hospitalized at least six (6) times so far 
this year, which can be verified through hospital records at East Orange General 
and Orange Hospital Center. Being the dutiful young woman that she is, she stops 
by each day and cleans, washes dishes and goes to the store for me. Every two 
weeks she does my laundry at a local Laundromat. 


The second false allegation is that during my granddaughter visits she goes up to the 
roof of the apartment building, which she uses as a love nest. My granddaughter’s 
explanation concerning her one trip to the roof was that she accompanied a security 
guard for some unexplained reason. When I learned of this, I reprimanded her and 
to my knowledge she has never returned there. 


On July 10, 2002 I received a warning barring my granddaughter from 545 Orange 
St. because of the above “alleged “ misconduct. “ I cannot afford to hire anyone to 
perform the services that my granddaughter does for me. I am totally dependent 
on her. 


Based on the unfounded allegation I hereby request that Mrs. Newkirk reconsider 
her decision to prohibit my granddaughter’s visits with me. I sincerely hope you 
can solve this matter as soon as possible. It has caused me to receive medical 
treatment.
